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PREFACE. 





Ir would have taken up too much space to have fully 
described all medals of the present century, by foreign 
artists, which can be included in a collection of English 
medals; in most cases, however, where the medal has not 
been described, a reference to some work has been given, 
by means of which those interested in the subject can 
obtain further information. 

The interest afforded by these medals is twofold—his- 
torical and artistic. In some cases to the description of 
the medals I have added short notes to recall the historical 
events, &c., commemorated. In grouping the medals 
under the names of the medallists, instead of under the 
subjects commemorated, regard has been had to the 
artistic interest, and it is hoped that the short bio- 
graphical notices of the different medallists will, so far 
as they go, be found accurate. 

Many of the best-known foreign medallists of this cen- 
tury will be found represented, but some, such as Mons. 
J. B. Daniel Dupuis, could not be included, as they have 


made no medals relating to England. I have found it 
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most convenient not to include medals by medallists born 
in the United States of America (see page 106). 

The development during this century of the process of 
making medals may be studied to some extent amongst 
the medals here described. 

The making of cast medals and medallions has been 
revived (see page 3), though these are now usually made 
by casting in moulds of fine sand instead of by the old 
Italian cz7e perdue process. 

In the making of struck medals, new methods have 
taken the place of older methods. Pistrucci suggested 
— (see Mum. Chron. 1839, p. 230) that the ‘‘ punch,” or 
convex die should be cast in steel from the artist’s model, 
instead of being copied from it with graving tools accord~- 
ing to the, at that time, usual process. Pistrucci himself 
hardly tried this method in the case of medals, though 
he employed it in making the seal of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster. It has, however, since his time been employed by 
medallists (see Jauner’s method described on page 30). 

By this method, suggested by Pistrucci, the cast 
‘punch ” or convex die had, of course, to be considerably 
‘‘touched up” before use, but the introduction of the 
reducing machine (see pp. 3, 13, and 29) has almost. over- 
come this objection, so that now medals can be struck 
which are really exact reproductions, in a smaller size, 
of the artist’s original plaster models. 


Also by the help of the reducing machine, small medals 
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(as in the case of medal No. 84) can now be reduced from 
the artist’s models without the intervention of steel dies 
and the coining press. Another method (used in the case 
of medal No. 211) is to reproduce medals solely by the 
electrotype process, and, at least in the case of uniface 
medals, the deposit can be made thick, and the back filled 
in with a copper alloy, so as to produce “a solid electro- 
type which will ring.’’} 

While preparing this list of medals, I have sometimes 
been uncertain whether a medal should be included in the 
English series or not. In the case of medals of foreigners 
or foreign events, only those medals have in general been 
admitted on which there is some direct reference to Britain 
or her colonies. Thus, only those memorial medals of the 
painters Rubens and Van Dyck have been included on 
which mention is made of England. Perhaps I have occa- 
sionally carried this point too far, as, for example, in 


excluding the medal of Napoleon by Brenet with reverse, 


‘ This method may, unfortunately, also be used in the re- 
production of cast plaques for purposes of fraud. 

It may also be mentioned that electrotypes have sometimes 
been found useful, instead of iron or bronze castings, for the 
preparation of steel dies by the reducing machine. In the pre- 
paration of the ‘‘ Jubilee” coinage of 1887 iron electrotypes of 
the artist’s models were thus made use of (see Seventeenth Annual 
Mint Report, p. 50), and in other cases copper electrotypes of the 
artist’s model, though less hard, have served a similar purpose. 
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A LA FORTUNE CONSERVATRICE L’AN 4 DE 
BONAPARTE (see Trésor de Num., Méd. de la Rev. 
Frangaise, Pl. XCV, No. 6), and in excluding the Spanish 
medal on the Battle ot Bilbao, 1836, when the English 
assisted Espartero in delivering Bilbao from the Carlists. 
Other medals have probably escaped my observation, 
and I should be obliged if readers, knowing of such medals, 


would bring them to my notice.

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MEDALS AND MEDALLIONS OF THE NINETEENTH 
CENTURY, RELATING TO ENGLAND, 
BY FOREIGN ARTISTS. 


In this paper I wish to bring before the Numismatic 
Society the most important and typical specimens of 
modern medallic work by foreign artists which relate to 
England. Amongst these will be found, I believe, not 
only some of the finest modern medals, but some by 
artists (as Vechte, Roty, Pistrucci, and Scharff) for whose 
works a place may justly be claimed, side by side with the 
works of art of any age. By selecting exclusively the 
work of foreigners, the author does not wish to disparage 
English productions. England has the beautiful work of 
the Simons! to boast of, not to speak of some more modern 
artists. Moreover, surely the appreciation of art should 
be in an international spirit, and the French seem to 
recognise this in placing some pictures by modern Eng- 
lish artists with their own pictures in the Luxembourg 
Gallery. In the same liberal spirit England has not been 


1 One may well be astonished to see that amongst the French 
medals in the Zrésor de Numismatique, Simon’s pattern-coins of 
Oliver Cromwell are claimed as probably the work of Jean 
Warin! That the Simons may have been influenced by 
French work is quite another question. 
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behindhand as regards her employment of foreign medal- 
lists ; quite recently, indeed, the Corporation of the City 
of London has set an example by employing, as well as 
English artists, such foreign medallists as A. Scharff, of 
Vienna, and Charles Wiener, of Brussels. I learn, how- 
ever, that Scharff was employed by the Corporation only 
indirectly, through the firm of Elkington & Co., to whom 
we are also indebted for the beautiful works executed by 
Morel Ladeuil in this country. 

Many of the following medals are personal, but others 
have historical interest, and help to fill up gaps left by 
English artists in the medallic commemoration of English 
history. Most of them are struck medals, but as some, 
like many French medallions, are cast, I will add a few 
words on the subject of cast medallions. 

The Italian medals of the fifteenth century, and many 
of those of the sixteenth century, are cast; so also are 
many German and some French medals of the sixteenth 
century. In the seventeenth century come the magnifi- 
cent cast medals by the French artists Jean-ead Claude? 
Warin, Guillaume and Abraham Dupré, and by the 
English Simons; the medals of Peter van Abeele, in 
Holland, are mostly made of two cast® plaques fastened 
back to back, though perhaps the first specimens were 


2 Claude Warin was probably a relation of Jean Warin, 
and seems to have worked for some period in England before 
he finally settled at Lyons. His medals are cast and of a 
somewhat sculpturesque style, imitating that of Guillaume 
Dupré rather than that of Jean Warin. Mons. Natalis Rondot 
has shown (Rev. Numism., 1888, pp. 121, et seg.) that the 
medals of Englishmen signed WARIN or VARIN are all 
probably the work of Claude Warin. 

§ Although this is contrary to the view which has been most 
frequently expressed, I feel confident that those who carefully 
examine the medals will confirm me. 
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repoussé and chased. At the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and during the eighteenth century, come the large 
series of Italian portrait medals, cast and of rather rough 
work, mostly made at Florence; of the same period there 
exist some cast portrait medallions by various German 
artists.‘ In the present century, mostly about 1830, a 
large number of cast portrait medallions were made by 
the French sculptor, David d’Angers; and some were 
made about the same time by his contemporaries, the 
sculptor Pradier (of the Duc d’Orléans), Barre pére (of 
the Duc de la Rochefoucauld, 1829), Depaulis (of Henri 
Baron de Longuéve, 1831), Domard (of the engineer 
Brisson, 1829), and E. Dubois (of a mint official, 1828). 

More recently there have been a large number of cast 
medallions made in France, the number having been 
greatly increased since the introduction into general use 
of the reducing machine,” by the help of which large cast 
medallions serve as models for the mechanical production 
of reduced copies in steel, from which incuse dies are 
taken for striking the ordinary medals. For further 
details of the whole process, see under Medal, No. 84. 

In 1881 Professor Legros® introduced the making of 
cast portrait medallions into England, and since then 
many such have been made here, chiefly by his pupils,

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some somewhat in the style of the fifteenth century 
medals by Pisano. Amongst modern cast medals of 
other countries, I may mention one by Anton Scharff, of 
the Imperial Mint at Vienna (portrait of Herr Backofen 
von Echt, 1890, a lover of the fine arts), some portrait 
medallions by the young sculptor, W. Hejde, of Vienna, 
and lastly, Gustav Eberlein’s medal on the silver wedding 
of the Crown Prince Frederic in 1883. Recently in Eng- 
land, by help of the reducing machine, several struck 
medals have been issued which retain much of the model- 
ler’s original effect. Amongst these medals may -be 
mentioned A. Gilbert’s Art Union medal for the Queen’s 
Jubilee, 1887; the Countess F. Gleichen’s medal given as 
prize at the Royal Agricultural Society’s show held at 
Windsor in 1889; H. Bates’s medal of William Guy, 
1885 (the Royal Statistical Society’s “Guy medal ” insti- 
tuted in 1891); Frank Bowcher’s beautiful prize medal of 
Messrs. Cope and Nicol’s School of Painting, 1891; and 
G. Frampton’s Winchester Quingentenary medal of 1893. 

For their kind assistance in this paper I have to thank 
Mr. Grueber, of the British Museum, as well as some 
other authorities of the British and South Kensington 
Museums, of the Royal Mint in London, and of the Paris 
Mint, also Prof. Hans Hildebrand of Stockholm, Messrs. 
Welch, Helfricht, Egger, Bowcher, Ready, Pinches, 
Thomas, and others.’ Though a large number of the fol- 
lowing medals must be already familiar to most members 
of the Numismatic Society, many are still probably hardly 
known in England. I have in general fully described. 

7 For the short notices on the different artists as well as for

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the more important and characteristic medals, but those 
forming part of Mudie’s series °and Durand’s series,® as 
well as some already fully described by Mr. Grueber, &c., 
have merely been referred to. The arrangement is under 
the names of medallists placed in alphabetical order, and 
an attempt has been made to make the paper as useful as 
possible for purposes of reference by mentioning all the 
medals of lesser importance, as well as those which are 
fully described, and by appending an index of the persons 
and events commemorated on the medals, which, in the 
case of unsigned medals, will be found especially useful. 
References have been made to a museum, when pos- 
sible, in preference to # private collection. The plates 
are mostly from specimens in my own collection, but the 
reduction of size, entailed from want of room, somewhat, I 
fear, impairs their value. No historical medals by French 
artists of the first Empire have been figured, these medals 
having already been abundantly illustrated in the Trésor 
de Numismatique,’© Millin’s book,'! Mudie’s book, &c. In 


® Mudie’s National Series of English Medals was finished 
in 1820, and many foreign as well as English medallists were 
employed on them.

William Alexander Anthony Archibald, eleventh Duke 
of Hamilton, was born in 1811, and on 23rd February, 
1843, married the Princess Mary of Baden, youngest 
daughter of the Grand Duke Charles Louis Frederick, of 
Baden, and second cousin to the Emperor Napoleon III. 


Davip p’ANGERs, Pierre-Jean, the great French sculp- 
tor (1789—1856), pupil of the painter Louis David 
and Rolland. David’s political sympathies are some- 
times manifest in his medallions. His numerous 
works in sculpture and most of his medallions can be 
seen in the Musée David, at Angers. Of his nume- 
rous medallions the following find a place in the 
English series; they are all uniface portrait medal- 
lions cast in bronze :—

Sir John Bowring, M.P., F.R.S., &c., the diplomatist 
and linguist, lived 1792—1872. In 1830 he headed a 
deputation bearing a congratulatory address from the 
citizens of London to the French people on the revolution 
in July. This address probably accounts for the medal 
of “The French people to the English nation,” 1830 (see 
Caqué’ s medal, No. 38), and may also account for the 
existence of this medallion made by David d’ Angers, an 
ardent upholder of liberty. There are two other points, 
as regards Sir John Bowring, of special numismatic 
interest ; firstly, the halfpenny token issued in 1670 by 
his ancestor, John Bowring of Chumleigh, Devonshire ; 
secondly, it is to Sir John Bowring’s motion of 1847, 
in the House of Commons, that we owe the coinage of 


silver florins in 1849 (see Fourth Mint — 1874, 
p- 8).

The specimens of these medallions in my collection

most bear his signature on the back. IL. Richard was 
the favourite founder and friend of David d’Angers, and 
there is a medallic portrait of him, signed ‘‘ David 1834.” 
Ferdinand Liard, so well known by his casts of early 
Italian medals in the South Kensington Museum and 
elsewhere, is the son-in-law of Richard, and cast the 
medallion of Darwin (figured No. 148), &. F. Liard’s 
son, A. Liard, is now much employed by the Paris 
medallists. There is a plaquette portrait of A. Liard 
by A. E. Lechevrel (Salon, 1893), and a medallion with 
F., Liard’s portrait by Fremy, 1866. 


53—58. Besides these medallions of David there are 
also medallions by him of James Watt; John Wilkes ; 
John Pentland (naturalist); Lady Sydney Morgan (1783 
—1859), the Irish novelist; Mary Somerville (1780—

Chaux-de-Fond, 1746; died at Faris, 1823; na- 
turalised Frenchman.

Born at Paris, 1831; pupil 
of Barre pére and Duret; obtained the prix de Rome 
for a gem engraving in 1855.

+ may be mentioned those of Becquerel pére; Prof. 
{ Pasteur, 1881; the comparative anatomist, Milne 

+ Edwards, 1880; the astronomer, J. J. Le Verrier, 
1884, &c. The signatures of other Dubois must be 
distinguished. His father generally signed his medals 
EK. Duszots, as in the medal of the Duke de Bordeaux 
and Duchesse de Berri, 1827 (Salon of that year). 
His son, Henri Dubois, signs his medals in full, or 
H. Dusois. Henri Dubois has made several medals, 
amongst others that of the “Ligue des Patriotes,” 
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suppressed ! by the Government, in 1888, for political 
reasons, but he has made none relating to England. 
A medal by the archeologist and draughtsman, 
LL. J. J. Dubois, on the battle of the Pyramids, is 
signed J. J. Dusois, F. Besides these there is the 
contemporary medallist of Belgium, who signs him- 
self Fernanp Dv Bors,” and the signature P.

In this 
particular specimen the slate is marked out in squares, 
so as to make the exact scale certain. From this a cast 
in plaster is taken, which is worked over, and serves as 
the final artist’s model. From the plaster the bronze 
casts” are taken by the expert founders, and should 
require no further “touching up” by the artist. Ifa 
struck medal be required, a cast in steel is made from 
the plaster model, and from this the convex dies, in soft 
steel, are produced by the reducing machine, in the same 
way as the little silver obverse just described was made.

On the French 
Revolution of 1870 he came with the Imperial family to 
Chislehurst, and received a military education at. the 
Royal Military Academy of Woolwich. On the outbreak 
of the Zulu War he was attached to the staff of Lord 
Chelmsford in Africa, and was killed at Ulundi on the 
Ist June, 1879. 

This medallion was cast by Mr. James Moore, of 
Thames Ditton, from Morel-Ladeuil’s plaster model.

His 
celebrated ‘‘ Flora” was believed to be the fragment 
of an antique cameo by the English connoisgeur, Payne 
Knight, who, in spite of evidence, refused to acknow- 
ledge it as the work of Pistrucci. Pistrucci came 
to England in 1815, and in 1817 was appointed 
chief Engraver to the Mint. He is the author of the 
classical “St. George and the dragon,” the beautiful

reverse type still used on our gold coinage and silver 
crowns. From 1828—1849 he was Chief Medallist to 
the Mint, and made several medals, the best known 
of which is the “ Waterloo medallion.” He died in 
1855. For more details of his life, see his autobio- 
graphy, translated by Mrs. Billing, in the Science 
of Gems, §c., by A. Billing, M.D., London, 1867. 
Although Mr. C. W. King, of Cambridge, included 
him amongst English gem engravers, he was a true 
Italian, and can well be included amongst foreign 
medallists.

this object failed, as Pistrucci, who was directed to execute 
the work, did not accomplish the task till lst January, 
1849, and Wellington then alone survived.

18384—1835. Many of the coins issued at the Mint 
during his tenure of office bear his initials W.W.P. It 
was for him that Pistrucci engraved the cameo, which 
served as a model for Pistrucci’s famous reverse-type of 
St. George and the Dragon on the English coins.

Sir Gilbert Blane, Bart. (1749—1834), naval me- 
dical officer, was afterwards a physician in ordinary to 
George IV and William IV. Whilst in the naval service 
he distinguished himself by his personal bravery as well as 
by professional capability. Chiefly owing to the exertion 
of Lord Rodney he was elected in 1783 physician to St. 
Thomas’ Hospital. His counsels led in 1795 to the regula- 
tions for the universal use of lemon-juice in the navy as a 
preventive of scurvy; and, after the medical disasters of 
the Walcheren expedition, his advice was sought by the 
Government. The above medal was founded by him in 
1830, and specimens in gold are awarded every two years 
to the two naval medical officers who produce the most 
approved journals of their practice. The reverse of the 
medal is unsigned and appears hardly good enough to be 
Pistrucci’s own work.

Johann Michael Scharff, who died in 1855. Anton 
Scharff studied under the sculptor and medallist 
Johann Daniel Boehm, father of the late Sir Edgar 
Boehm, Bart., of London. His personal medals are 
much admired throughout Austria and Germany. 
Amongst them may be mentioned those of Prof. 
Virchow ; Gottfried Keller, the Swiss poet (1819— 
1890); Theodor Gomperz, Prof. of Classical Philology 
at Vienna, who helped in deciphering the manu- 
scripts from Herculaneum; Prof. Otto Hirschfeld, of 
Vienna, on his leaving Vienna for Berlin in 1885; 
the historian, Alfred von Arneth, of Vienna; Prof. 
Theodor von Sickel, Director of the Historical Insti- 
tute at Vienna, &c. I have also a cast oval medal 
by Scharff, with the portrait of Herr Backofen von 
Echt (1890), a great lover of works of art. Anton 
Scharff’s own portrait by his pupil, F. X. Pawlik, 
appears on a beautiful little medal made for the 
Vienna Numismatic Society in 1893. The following 
is the only one of Scharff’s medals which relates to 
England.

Vecutr, Antoine, French sculptor and goldsmith, born 
in 1800 at Avallon, in Burgundy, died in 1868. 
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He began his career as an ordinary smith at Paris, 
but soon gained the opportunity of developing his 
extraordinary talents for metal-work. During many 
years he worked in London for Messrs. Hunt and 
Roskell, of New Bond Street, just as his pupil, L. 
Morel-Ladeuil (see Medal No. 1788) did for Messrs. 
Elkington & Co. One of his finest works is a vase, 
which may be seen in the Louvre Museum. He 
excels in very low relief, but this vase is remark- 
able for all the grades of relief being skilfully 
combined, the whole appearing in perfect harmony. 
Some of the figures are worked out in bold relief, 
almost in the round; others are in lower relief, 
and this fades away gradually so that at the foot 
of the vase some of the work is mere engraving, 
without any relief at all. In the Musée Condé at 
Chantilly is an excellent low relief in silver, dated 
1867, for the cover of a book. Much of his work 
still remains in England. Of Vechte’s two me- 
dallions, the large one (diam. 6°2 in.) of the Virgin 
Mary (with the head of Pope Pius IX below) 
is marvellously beautiful, but though executed for 
Messrs. Hunt and Roskell in gold, and described by 
Cardinal Wiseman, it does not enter into the English 
series; the other is the medallion awarded for 
success in the yearly National Art Competition, 
instituted in 1857, and open to all art schools in the 
United Kingdom.

John Borthwick Gilchrist was born at Edinburgh in 
1759. In 1783 he was appointed assistant-surgeon in the 
East India Company’s service, and was promoted to a 
surgeoncy in 1794. He saw that to hold effective inter- 
course with the natives Hindustani should be learned in- 
stead of Persian. Clad in native garb he travelled through 

those provinces where Hindustani was spoken in its 
greatest purity, and also acquired good knowledge of 
Sanskrit, Persian, and other Eastern tongues. In 1800 
he was appointed head of the newly-founded Fort William 
College at Calcutta. In 1804, owing to ill-health, he re- 
turned home. After some time spent in Scotland, he 
came to London, and was made, in 1818, Professor of 
Hindustani to the East India Company. He died at Paris 
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in 1841. (See Dict. of Nat. Biog.) Amongst his publica- 
tions was the first dictionary of Hindustani. 

The medal alludes to his interest in educational matters 
and to the “Gilchrist Educational Trust,” a sum of money 
which he bequeathed to be used for educational purposes. 
The medal was made for the Gilchrist trustees, at the 
instance of their chairman, Sir John Bowring, and a 
specimen in bronze is awarded annually by the trustees 
as a prize-medal, in conjunction with a scholarship, to 
one of the pupils of the Royal Female School of Art ; 
it is also awarded together with a book-prize to the best 
female candidate in the annual London B.A. examination.

The Berlin Congress on the Eastern Question was 
opened on 18th June, 1878, and the agreement was 
signed by the different representatives on 13th July.

Richard Cobden, the politician, was born at Dunford, 
near Midhurst, in 1804. His parliamentary career com- 
menced when he was elected M.P. for Stockport in 1841. 
He advocated with all his energy the Repeal of the Corn 
Laws, and to him Sir Robert Peel gave all the credit of 
this measure. His name will ever be remembered in con- 
nection with Free Trade. In 1859 and 1860 he was en- 
gaged in arranging the Treaty of Commerce between 
France and England (see medal No. 173). He was 
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opposed to Lord Palmerston’s foreign policy, which he 
designated as warlike. This medal was struck in the 
Crystal Palace.

416—417). In 1879 he founded the “ Hertford British 
Hospital ’’ in a suburb of Paris, and a boulevard in that 
neighbourhood now bears his name.

At the age of twenty- 
eight he settled in Sweden and founded the well-known 
mercantile house of J. W. Wilson at Gothenburg. He 
died at Gothenburg, 24th May, 1889. Mr. J. W. Wilson 
was one of the founders of the Museum of Gothenburg, to 
which he contributed much, and bequeathed his fine col- 
lection of modern pictures and sculpture. On the occasion 
of his large gift towards the Numismatic collection of the 
Gothenburg Museum, the Royal Belgian Society of 
Numismatists, on the 6th May, 18838, elected him a 
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foreign associate of the Society. The above-described 
medal] was “directed” by M. Auguste Brichaut, a member 
of the Society, and examples in gold, silver and copper 
were presented to Mr. Wilson. (Information from Mr.

In 1861 he became vice-director of 
the Berlin Academy. Died in 1883. His name 
appears as designer on medal No. 257. 
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Davip p’AnGERs, Pierre-Jean. It is probable that the 
medallion No. 45, with the portrait of George 
Canning, was made in allusion to the Treaty of 
London, between Great Britain, Russia, and France, 
and to the death of Canning which followed so 
shortly afterwards. Both events are referred to on 
Galle’s medal of Canning (No. 94). Canning was a 
powerful supporter of the Greek cause, and the 
Treaty of London, signed 6th July, 1827, was a great 
step towards Greek independence.

Fiscuer, Ferdinand August, German sculptor and medal- 
list. He studied in the Berlin Art Academy under 
Schadow, and was afterwards professor there. Born 
at Berlin, 1805, died there in 1866. The medals 
Nos. 128 and 258 were designed by him. His 
brother, Johann Karl Fischer (1802—1865) was a 
medallist of Berlin, and worked for some time at 
Loos’ establishment there. 


Fiirst,. Moritz, a medallist of the first half of the nine- 
teenth century, who was employed at the Mint of 
Philadelphia in the United States of America. He 
was born in 1782 near Pressburg, in Hungary, and 
studied in Vienna under J. N. Wiirth, and in Milan. 
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In 1807 he went to the United States of America, 
and in the following year was employed at the Mint 
in Philadelphia. (See William Dunlap, History of 
the Arts of Design in the United States, New York, 
1834, vol. ii. p. 220. I am indebted for this refe- 
rence to Dr. H. R. Storer.) In this paper on medals 
by foreign medallists I have thought it better to ex- 
clude medals by United States medallists, but have 
mentioned those of First, because he was a Hungarian 
by birth. The other American medals of the nine- 
teenth century which relate to England will pro- 
bably be found described in American works.

Sir James Wylie was born in 1768. In 1798 he was ap- 
pointed physician to the Imperial Court of Russia, and in 
1812 became director of the medical department of the 
Minister of War. In 1814 he was appointed physician-in- 
ordinary to the Emperor Alexander I., and in that year 
was created a baronet by the Prince Regent of England 
at the Czar’s request before leaving England. He died 
in 1854, when the title became extinct. 


Linpsere, Adolf, the medallist of medal No. 156, is 
professor of drawing at the official school of art in 
Stockholm. The medal of Madame Lind-Gold- 
schmidt was made for the Royal Academy of Music 
at Stockholm. 


LiNDENSCHMIT, Johann. This engraver of dies worked 
more as a seal-engraver than a medallist. His 
name should be familiar to all antiquaries on ac- 
count of one of his sons, the late Dr. Ludwig 
Lindenschmit, Hon. F.8.A., to whose untiring 
energy the splendid collection illustrative of Teutonic 
antiquities at Mayence owes so much. 


Loos, Daniel Friedrich. The following medal must be 
added to those already given.

Medal No. 157 of the Duke of Wellington forms one 
of a series of medals (size 1:1 inches) made by Loos in 
1815 with portraits of commanders of the Allied Forces, 
including Bliicher, York von Wartenburg, Gneisenau, 
Schwarzenberg, the Duke of Brunswick, and Barclay de 
Tolly. These, however, cannot properly be included in 
the British series in spite of the Scottish and English 
descent of Prince Barclay de Tolly and Count York von 
Wartenburg respectively. 


Loos, Gottfried B. The medallic establishment which he 
founded now exists as the “ Berlin Medallic Mint of 
L. Ostermann, formerly G. Loos.” G. Loos himself — 
died in 1843; consequently medals Nos. 127, 128, 
175a, 175B, 209a, 258, were really “directed” by 
his successors, though the name G. LOOS is retained 
as the business name on the medals. Medal No. 215 
is the only medal of the English series made at the 
establishment of G. Loos during the lifetime of G. 
Loos himself. There are medals with the portraits of 
G. Loos and of his father D. F’. Loos made by the 
medallists C. Pfeuffer and Goetze respectively. Ac- 
cording to the medal G. Loos was born in 1778, not 
1774. 


Lovizi, an Italian medallist who worked for Durand’s 
series.

Pasquale, the son of Hiacinto de’ Paoli, was born in 
Corsica, 1726. The Corsicans made him, in 1758, 
Cuaptain-General of their forces and he succeeded in over- 
throwing the Genoese dominion in Corsica. Jn 1769 
Corsica was subjected to France, but in 1794, with the 
assistance of Lord Hood, Paoli transferred the rule to 
Great Britain, and in the following year retired to Lon- 
don, where he resided till his death in 1807. He was 
buried in Westminster Abbey. 


Maprasst, Luca, sculptor, born in Hey: living in Paris, 
a pupil of Cavelier.

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In conclusion it may avoid possible confusion, if I add 
a few words of explanation concerning modern medals 
as Nos. 8, 70, 175a, &c., where more than one name 
occurs in the “ signature ”’ of the same side. If the name 
of the publisher or director be placed on a medal, it 
properly appears without any word following the name, 
as in medals Nos. 132, 133, 187, or else followed by such 
words as EDIDIT, as in Durand’s series, or DIR(EXIT) 
as on medals Nos. 8, 79, 215. When the designer’s name 
appears it is followed by INV(ENIT), as on medals Nos. 
70, 101c, 128, or by DES(IGNAVIT); when the design 
is “after”? some work of a painter or sculptor, his name 
is often given, followed by PINXIT or some equivalent 
word; when the modeller is a different person to the 
designer or medallist, his name is sometimes added and 
followed by M., MOD., or the word S(CULPSIT), as on 
medals Nos. 38 and 1754; finally the name of the 
actual medallist or graveur en médailles may appear alone, 
but usually appears followed by the word F(ECIT) or 
sometimes by IN(CIDIT) or SCULP(SIT). 

In some cases, as in that of Pistrucci, the medallist 
made the design and model as well as engraved the dies, 
but in recent times, owing to the reducing machine, the 
actual engraving of the dies has to a large extent become 
simply mechanical, and in such cases the modeller’s name 
often appears followed by FECIT. In some respects this 
modern method is an advantage, as it enables many good 
artists to make medals, without obliging them to give up 
the great amount of time formerly necessary for the 
engraving of steel dies. Lastly, in the case of modern 
cast medals, the modeller is naturally considered the actual 
medallist, and the bronze-founder’s name is often altogether 
omitted.
